Lecturing and Advanced Research Awards (4) 1 

Eligibility Requirements 

1. United States citizenship at time of application 

2. For lecturing: college or university teaching 
experience at the level for which application 
is made 

3. For research: a doctoral degree or, in some 
fields, recognized professional standing as 
demonstrated by faculty . rank, publications, 
exhibition record, concerts, etc.

Eligibility Requirements 

1. United States citizenship 

2. Experience in a foreign language, area studies, 
or world affairs 

3. At least half-time teaching or research relevant 
to his foreign language or specialization dur- 
ing the 2 years preceding the date of the 
award 

4. Language proficiency sufficient to carry out 
the proposed study

NOTE: Faculty research awards are made for re- 
search only in those countries where U.S.-owned 
foreign currencies are available for educational 
purposes. At the present time these countries are 
Guinea, India, Morocco, Pakistan, Poland, Tuni- 
sia, United Arab Republic, and Yugoslavia.

Eligibility Requirements 

1. United States citizenship 

2. Admission to candidacy at a U.S. institution 
for a doctoral degree in a foreign language, 
area studies, or world affairs 

3. Intention to teach in a U.S. institution of 
higher education 

4. Proficiency in one or more of the languages 
of the relevant geographic area 

No awards are made under this program for the 
study of English, French, German, Italian, or 
Iberian Spanish. 

How To Apply 

General program information is available from 
the graduate dean of the student’s home in- 
stitution or the INSTITUTE OF INTERNA- 
TIONAL STUDIES, Division of Foreign Studies, 
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U.S. Office of Education, Washington, D.C. 
20202. Institutions must submit approved ap- 
plications to the U.S. Office of Education in 
early October; campus deadlines for individual 
applications are somewhat earlier. 

Graduate Fellowships (1) — General 
Advanced study leading to master’s or doctoral 
degrees in the mathematical, physical, medical, 
biological, engineering, social sciences, and in the 
history and philosophy of science. 

Eligibility Requirements 

1. United States citizenship 

2. Graduate student status at a U.S. or foreign 
institution of higher education 

Awards are not made in business, clinical, or edu- 
cation fields, in history or social work, nor for 
work toward law or medical degrees.

Graduate Fellowships (4) — General 
Eligibility Requirements 

1. United States citizenship at time of applica- 
tion 

2. Bachelor’s degree (holders of doctoral degrees 
are not eligible) 

Exceptions: 

(a) In the creative and performing arts, 4 years 
of professional study and/or experience 
meet the basic eligibility requirements. 

(b) Applicants in social work must have an 
M.S.W. degree and at least 2 years’ pro- 
fessional experience after the M.S.W. de- 
gree at time of application.

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(c) Applicants in medicine must have an M.D. 
degree at time of application. 

How To Apply 

A student enrolled in a college or university 
should apply to the Fulbright Program Advisor 
at his institution. Nonenrolled students should 
apply through the INSTITUTE OF INTERNA- 
TIONAL EDUCATION (IIE), 809 United Na- 
tions Plaza, New York, N. Y. 10017. Applica- 
tions are due at IIE by November 1 of the year 
preceding that of the award. Individual campus 
application deadlines are usually somewhat 
earlier. 

Graduate Fellowships (4) in Modern Foreign 
Languages 

For study in the United States 
Eligibility Requirements 

1. United States citizenship or immigrant status 

2. Bachelor’s degree 

3. Acceptance as a graduate student at a United 
States institution with a quota of NDFL 
fellowships 2 

4. Plans for employment as a teacher of certain 
critical languages at a United States institu- 
tion of higher education or in foreign affairs 
with the United States Government or in in- 
dustry 

Under this program there is no travel allowance 
for overseas study and no awards are made for 
the study of English, French, German, Italian, 
or Iberian Spanish. 

How To Apply 

For information concerning applications, dead- 
lines, and conditions under which study may be 
pursued outside the United States, a student must 
apply directly to a graduate institution that has a 
quota of NDFL fellowships — not to the Office 
of Education. 

“For information concerning an institution’s quota, 
the applicant should contact his financial aid officer or 
graduate dean.

Loans for Overseas Study 
Loans for study abroad are available under cer- 
tain circumstances through title II of the National 
Defense Education Act (NDEA), as amended by 
title IV of the Higher Education Act of 1965. 
Participating institutions administer these loans, 
which are available to undergraduate and grad- 
uate students. At the discretion of the adminis- 
tering institution, NDEA loans may be granted 
for overseas study, usually in connection with a 
university-sponsored program. Students interested 
in NDEA loans should contact the financial aids 
officer on their university campus. 

The Guaranteed Loan Program also provides 
support for study abroad as authorized by the 
Higher Education Act of 1965, and amended by 
the International Education Act (IEA) of 1966. 
Loans may be either federally insured or State 
guaranteed and are made directly by a bank. They 
are applicable for overseas study at “eligible in- 
stitutions” comparable to acceptable institutions 
within the United States. 

Interested students may obtain a list of State 
Guarantee Agencies from the BUREAU OF 
HIGHER EDUCATION, Division of Student Fi- 
nancial Aid, U.S. Office of Education, Washing- 
ton, D.C. 20202. Students should consult the State 
Guarantee Agency for their State regarding the 
applicability of loans for study at a particular 
foreign institution.

Teacher Exchange (2)(4) 

Grants are available to elementary and secondary 
school teachers, college instructors, and assistant 
professors to teach in elementary and secondary 
schools abroad for a full academic year. There 
are arrangements for the direct exchange of a 
teacher from abroad with an American teacher 
in the United States or for a one-way placement 
of an American teacher abroad. 

Qualifications 

1. United States citizenship 

2. Bachelor’s degree 

3. Three years’ teaching experience

Summer Seminars Abroad (2)(4) 

Summer seminars are conducted overseas an- 
nually for elementary and secondary school teach- 
ers, college and university instructors, and assist- 
ant professors of foreign languages and social 
studies. Special seminars are held for social 
studies supervisors and curriculum directors.

1. United States citizenship 

2. Bachelor’s degree 

3. Two years’ teaching experience (5 years for 
supervisors and curriculum directors)

SELECTED FEDERAL 
EDUCATION ACTS 
related to international education 

1. National Science Foundation Act of 1950 
“To promote the progress of science; to advance 
the national health, prosperity, and welfare; to 
secure the national defense; and for other pur- 
poses. 

“Sec. 3. (a) The Foundation is authorized and 
directed: 

“(2) to award . . . scholarships and graduate fel- 
lowships in the mathematical, physical, medical, 
biological, engineering, social, and other sci- 
ences . . 

2. Agricultural Trade Development and Assist- 
ance Act of 1954 

“To increase the consumption of the United States 
agricultural commodities in foreign countries to 
improve the foreign relations of the United States 
and for other purposes. 

“Sec. 104 (b)(3) . . . and promote and support 
programs of . . . cultural and educational develop- 
ment. . . 

3. National Defense Education Act of 1958 
“To strengthen the national defense and to en- 
courage and assist in the expansion and improve- 
ment of educational programs to meet critical 
national needs; and for other purposes. 

“Title VI — Language Development 
“Sec. 601 (b) The Secretary is also authorized 
... to pay stipends to individuals undergoing ad- 
vanced training in any modem foreign language 
-. . . and other fields needed for a full understand- 
ing of the area, region, or country in which such 
language is commonly used . . . only upon rea- 
sonable assurance that the recipients of such 
stipends will, on completion of their training, be 
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available for teaching a modern foreign language 
in an institution of higher education. . . 

4. Mutual Educational and Cultural Exchange 

Act of 1961 

“To provide for the improvement and strengthen- 
ing of the international relations of the United 
States by promoting better mutual understanding 
among the people of the world through educa- 
tional and cultural exchanges. 

“Sec. 102. (a) The President is authorized, when 
he considers that it would strengthen international 
coperativc relations, to provide, by grant, con- 
tract, or otherwise, for — 

(1) educational exchange, (i) by financing 
studies, research, instruction, and other educa- 
tional activities — 

(A) of or for American citizens and na- 
tionals in foreign countries; . . . and (ii) by fi- 
nancing visits and interchanges between the 
United States and other countries of . . . teach- 
ers, instructors, and professors 
“ (b) (6) promoting modern foreign language 

training and area studies in United States schools, 
colleges, and universities by supporting visits and 
study in foreign countries by teachers and pros- 
pective teachers in such schools, colleges, and 
universities for the purpose of improving their 
skill in languages and their knowledge of the cul- 
ture of the people of these countries, and by 
financing visits by teachers from those countries 
to the United States for the purpose of participat- 
ing in foreign language training and area studies 
in United States schools, colleges, and universities”
